A dispatch from Asti, in the far 
| northwestern corner of Italy, circu- 
lated by the officially Stefani 
agency, reported presentation of 
one flag even to a regiment of the 
Assietta division, in that neighbor- 
hood close to the Italo-French fron- 
tier. 

Informed sources disclosed the 
original Assietta division, like many 
others, had been sent to Africa, 
where Italy is engaged in warfare 
with Ethiopia, but had been re- 
placed by a new division bearing 
the same name. 

The. original. Assietta division 
went to Libya, Italy's North African 
possession bordering on Egypt, 
where the garrison has been rein- 
forced amid tension with Britain, 
arising from application of League 
of Nations war penalties against 
Italy. 

Authoritative sources insisted the 
presence of the Assietta and several 
other divisions back of the French 
frontier did not indicate regarris- 
oning of the frontier.

Cattle Market—Highest 
Since 1930 


Livestock with an estimated value 
of $3,202,565, the highest figure 
since 1930 and showing an increase 
of $937,564 over the previous year, 
passed through the Edmonton Stock 
Yards during 1935, it was steted 
in the annual report issued by N. 
Curtis, senior markets supervisor, 
Dominion Livestock Branch. 

Higher prices for cattle was the 
major factor in this increased value, 
with better values for hogs and 
sheep affecting the trade showing 
to a lesser degree. The extra vut- 
let to the United States, particuiur- 
ly in the late fall, aided materially 
in taking care of heavier receipts 
of cattle. 


PARADE SWELLS 

The animal parade through the 
stockyards during the year was rec- 
orded at 167,444 head, in al! classes 
of stock, being 22,635 more than 
in 1934. 

There were 52,829 cattle, 13,539 
calves, 81,304 hogs, 19,710 sheep and 
62 horses and this was an increase 
over the year before of 14,307 cat- 
tle, 4,932 calves, 1,672 hogs and 1,- 
749 sheep and a decrease of 29 
horses. 

Although receipts of cattle dur- 
ing the past year were heavier, dis- 
tribution was fairly even with of- 
ferings of good kinds never bur- 
densome.

No recommendations what- 
ever were made to His Majesty 
prior to the New Year's list, 
but by the time of the birthday 
honors next June, the issue will 
have been debated in parlia- 
ment and there may be some 
honors and awards, but not 
many. Those “whom the King 
delighteth to honor” in Canada 
will be few and of outstanding 
merit.

SIX MORE VICTIMS 

A Manitoba farmer took a can of gasoline 
into the kitchen. What he did with it there the 
despatch does not say; perhaps it can be in- 
ferred from what followed. 

An explosion and a fire were what followed. 
The farmer and his wife and one child died 
from their injuries. Three other children are 
in hospital—orphans, and without a home. 


TENANT LIABILITY 

An amendment is being sought to the city 
charter which would make the tenant of a 
business place as liable as the owner for busi- 
ness taxation levied on the premises. 

The proposal does not appear to be unfair 
to any party, while it would give the city a 
better chance to collect from a landlord who 
neglected paying his taxes while collecting the 
rent. Since the tenant does pay the tax, in- 
cluded in his rent, except in distress conditions. 
neither he nor the landlord would be out of 
pocket. 

The tenant is a voter, and cannot well object 
to being made directly responsible for the tax 
which he indirectly pays. The owner would be 
relieved in measure of having to worry about 
the business tax on his property. The city 
would have two chances to collect instead of 
one. 


\ CHANCE TO HELP 

Edmonton is not an accident. It did not 
“just happen” that a city grew up on this par- 
ticular spot. Neither did it come into being 
as a result of Government order, or by action 
of a great mining or other corporation such as 
do create towns as incidental to the carrying on 
of their operations. 

Edmonton was built by the foresight, enter- 
prise, initiative and industry of people who in 
early times and later have made their homes 
here and staked their fortunes in the carrying 
on of ordinary business. It is a product of the 
spirit of self-help. 

For nearly fifty years the business men of 
Edmonton have maintained an organization 
known first as the Board of Trade and later as 
the Chamber of Commerce, whose purpose is to 
expand and facilitate the trade whereby the city 
has grown and upon which it must depend. 

The Chamber is now making its annual drive 
for members. It is to be hoped the campaign 
will be successful beyond past years. There are 
strong reasons why it is desirable at this time 
to pool the influence of the business interests 
of the city in taking advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to stabilize and expand its position as a 
trade centre. The Chamber of Commerce is 
the organization through which that influence 
can be most effectively exerted. 


A WORD TO THE WAVERING? 

“We decline to encourage the prosecution of 
war by permitting belligerents to obtain arms, 
ammunition or implements of war; we seek to 
discourage the use by belligerent nations of any 

sand all American products calculated to facili- 

tate the prosecution of a war in quantities over 
and above our normal exports to them in times 
of peace.”-—-President Rovsevelt. 

This does not say the United States will 
embargo oil to Italy and Ethiopia. But it looks 
much like a standing invitation to other coun- 
tries to agree to supply them with only peace 
time quantities of products—such as oil—which 
they might use in the prosecution of a war. 

Premier Mussolini, to judge from the tone 
of his newspapers, saw the point, and perhaps 
so did some of the statesmen who are trying 
to discourage his civilizing operations in Abys- 
sinia. 

Perhaps it “just happened” that the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain the next day char- 
tered an Atlantic liner to carry more troops to 
Egypt. And perhaps the words of the President 
put some badly needed stiffening into the back- 
bones of some of the national leaders who have 
been wavering and wobbling when asked if 
they would back Britain in applying oi! sanc- 
tions.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

The divine right of judges to annul the 
legislative will of the people of United States 
has again been asserted. A majority decision 
of the Supreme Court of United States holds 
that the Agricultural Adjustment Act—-better 
known as he AAA, is beyond the powers of 
Congress to enact. This makes 
the entire AAA program, with 
its bonuses for not-raising 
farm produce, its processing 
tax and its farm aid policies 
null and void. 

Six of the nine judges say 
the AAA legislation is an in- 
vasion of the rights of the 
individual States. Three dis- 
sent from that opinion. 

The judgment stops pay- 
ment of $250,000,000 due to

farmers under contracts with the AAA—re- 
wards for not-growing wheat and cotton and 


not-raising hogs. With an-election looming up 
in November, Roosevelt will have to raise the 
$250,000,000 without a processing tax, to appease 
the AAA contract-holders, who have already 
received $1,127,000,000. 

Those farmers who prefer to profit by not- 
raising crops instead of by raising crops, would 
vote for Roosevelt if he were to advocate an 
amendment to the constitution, to keep the 
Supreme Court from interfering with his legis- 
lation. But it would raise opposition elsewhere. 

The world is in a pretty mess with producers 
bonused to stop producing while people lack 
foodstuffs and goods. Judges who disallow 
legislation passed by Congress to provide for 
collective bargaining, lest it interferes with the 
sovereign powers of the States, are no less ridi- 
culous than the statesmen who give bonuses 
to limit production. Like Mrs. Partington with 
her broom trying to sweep back the Atlantic, 
they are all engaged—statesmen and judiciary 
alike—in trying to keep back the tides of change 
and progress. 

In the end, the world will have to adopt a 
new system to fit the facts of the new age of 
power. Hours of labor must be shortened and 
the standard of living greatly increased. As 
they patch the out-worn system up in one place, 
it breaks in another. 

Nothing in the fore-going is meant to deter 
the Ottawa solons from britiging in a bill to 
compensate newspaper columnists for  not- 
writing columns. 


United States aviators are by scientists given 
the credit for stopping the lava flow from 
Mauna Loa, that threatened to destroy the 
water supply system of Hilo. Twice a squadron 
of bombing planes went out and dropped great 
bombs in an effort to shatter the lava crust 


and make a new channel! for the lava flow. 


But the natives don’t give the bombers the 
credit. They know better. A couple of days 
after the last bombing, when the flow seemed 
as threatening as ever, a band of them went to 
the edge of the great crater and after prayers to 
the goddess Pelee, made a votive offering of a 
dressed pig and a bottle of gin.

The natives are quite sure that 
the bombings were of no avail, but that the pig 
and the bottle of gin did the trick. 


On this continent we ridicule the supersti- 
tion that the pig and the gin were effective to 
stop the lava flow. But if you make a trip to 
the coast and wish to see a thoroughly modern 
religion at work, go to the Vancouver Heaven 
at the corner of Hastings and Gore Avenue It's 
near the heart of Vancouver's down-town, 
within a block of the City Hall, with a Presby- 
terian Church on one corner, a theatre on an- 
other and the Salvation Army Citadel on the 
remaining corner. You'll be made welcome. 

The “Vancouver Heaven” is one of a hun- 
dred “Heavens” across the North American 
continent wherein twenty-two million worship- 
ers of a five foot negro who calls himself 
“Father Divine,’ meet and sing and dance and 
worship. ; 

There are placards on the wall, reading 
“Father Divine Is God.” You'll hear the con- 
gregation of white folk chant: 

Father Divine is God, is God; 
Is God, is God, is God; 
Father Divine is God. 

They do it with great vim, clapping as they 
sing, their bodies swaying with mesmeric effect. 
They'll tell you how Father Divine can make 
money at will—how a judge who sentenced him 
to jail dropped dead—how Will Rogers came to 
his death for cracking a joke about Father 
Divine—how Huey Long was assassinated be- 
cause he turned his back on a delegation from 
the Father, and how Adolph Ochs and his busi- 
ness manager of the New York Times both died 
because The Times printed something deroga- 
tory of Father Divine. 

Who Father Divine really is, or where he 

came from, no one seems to know. He signs 
himself “Rev. M, J. Divine.” He is president 
of “God, Incorporated.” American papers say 
he was previously known as George Baker of 
Georgia and Joe Baker of Alabama. But he 
has 22,000,000 worshippers who proclaim him 
the re-incarnation of Christ. From the original 
nigger “Heaven” in Harlem has grown over a 
hundred “heavens” where you can get a bed 
and meals, haircuts, shaves, half-soles and quick 
lunches at cut rates, with lots of singing and 
dancing.

Relieving Sluggish 
Elimination 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In yesterday's article, I discussed the symp- 
toms which commonly accompany sluggish 
elimination. If you missed that article, I sug- 
gest that you secure a copy. 

The most important causes of constipation 
are: the use of a diet lacking in those foods 
which provide sufficient 
roughage or bulk; weakness 
of the abdominal muscles 
where these muscles are al- 
lowed to become flabby and 
soft due to lack of exercise; 
neglect in the matter of at- 
tending to evacuation at a 
regular time; nervous strain; 
irregularity in regard to 
mealtime; mis-use of laxa- 
tives; spastic colitis; and 
mechanical causes due to pro- 
lapsus, kinks and adhesicns. 

Constipation may exist as an occasional 
symptom or may exist practically all of the 
time. In spastic colitis, periods of sluggishness 
may alternate with periods when the move- 
ments are very free. 

It has been my experience that ordinary 
cases of sluggishness may be relieved when the 
patient observes the necessary rules of right 
living. At the start, I find the treatment which 
gives the best result is the fruit fast, where the 
whole fruit is used, together with enemas. The 
patient takes any fruit desired for several days, 
such as oranges or apples, simply substituting 
the fruit meals for the regular meals. The fruit 
will provide the intestine with plenty of bulk 
and in addition has a gentle scouring action. 
The enema is taken each day. The entire fruit 
fast is especially valuable in those cases of con- 
stipation due to flabbiness of the colon, where 
the colon is “lazy” or sluggish. It is better 
avoided in those cases due to a spastic condition 
where the colon is irritable and contracted. 

I recommend the enema as a means of secur- 
ing relief and the patient will experience an 
immediate benefit from it. The plain warm 
water irrigation will quickly cleanse the large 
intestine and is probably the best measure for 
the average person to use. As soon as normal 
function is re-established the enema may be 
stopped but the enema must be considered as 
an entirely satisfactory emergency measure 
upon which to rely until such time as the colon 
is ready to do its work normally. The enema 
is especially effective because it secures the 
desired result without causing irritation. 

After the fruit fast, it is a good plan to use 
an abundance of both cooked and raw veget- 
ables, even taking the cooked vegetables for 
breakfast in some cases. All of the non-starchy 
vegetables are valuable, but the green leafy 
vegetables are particularly satisfactory for the 
purpose of providing additional bulk. 

The patient is to form the habit of attending 
to the intestinal elimination at a regular time, 
preferably after each meal. Attention given to 
this important matter will undoubtedly help a 
great deal in establishing unfailing regularity. 

Exercise is especially valuable and those 
exersises which strengthen the muscles over the 
abdomen yield the most immediate results. The 
exercises should be begun only slowly and 
made more vigorous as the strength increases 
When it seems desirable to help matters along, 
the patient may use agar-agar, psyllinm seed, 
mineral oil injecticns, senna leaves or a bulk in- 
creaser made from karaya gum. As a general 
rule, the sooner the constipated patient gets 
away from strong laxatives, the better. In most 
cases, the enema may be substituted with far 
better results

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. P. U. W. writes: “My boy 
is 8 years old, is in good health, active and free 
from colds, but his second teeth seem to be slow 
in coming through. What do you suggest?” 

ANSWER: Some children develop the sec- 
ond set of teeth only slowly, and this is nothing 
to worry about. The appearance of the teeth 
may be hastened by giving the child plenty of 
foods containing calcium, and by having him 
secure an abundance of sunlight in order to ob- 
tain the vitamin D needed for the utilization of 
calciugi in tooth formation. If sunlight is lack- 
ing, a vitamin D preparation will take its place 
during the winter months. See that he obtains 
raw vegetables, also fruits, and rest assured 
that the permanent teeth will appear. 

QUESTION: Minnie T. inquires: “What is 
the best way to remove ear wax from the ear? 
I have been using a toothpick but my youngster 
tells me that they have taught him at school 
that this is the wrong thing to do, lest I injure 
the ear drum.” 

ANSWER: When ear wax has accumulated 
.and formed a hardened plug, it is best removed 
by first syringing with warm olive oil and then 
having the wax removed by a doctor who has 
the instruments and the skill to take out the 
wax without injuring the ear drum. The habit 
of “picking at” the ear canals with toothpicks, 
hair pins, etc. is an undesirable one to form. 
Your child has been correctly advised that un- 
skillful removal of wax may result in rupturing 
the membrane which separates the outer ear 
from the middle ear, Remember the old rule, 
“Never stick anything in the ear smaller than 
your elbow.”

A Day in Canadian History 


The second week of January in 
1839 was probably the most awful 
in our judicial history, at London, 
Canada West, as it was then 
known. Trials of men who had 
been implicated in the raid upon 
Windsor the previous month were 
in progress. The court martials 
began on December 27, 1838, and 
continued until January 19, 1839. 
One of the accused was acquitted 
but 43 others were sentenced to 
death, That was a dreadful con- 
tingency for a community to face, 
over two score public executions, 
but vengeance was modified. Only 
6 were hanged, the others respited 
to exile. Hiram Benjamin Lynn 
was hanged January 7, Daniel 
Davis Bedford on the 1lth, and 
Albert Cvrk on the 14th. That 
was all for January but on Feb- 
ruary 4, Cornelius Cunningham 
was executed; two days later

Joshua Gillam Doan and Amos 
Perley followed. Lynn and Clark 
were American adventurers and 
probably deserved their fate, for 
entering a foreign country but 
the other four were Canadians of

these four and the transportation 
of the others proved an inspirae 
tion to political agitations instead 
of the reverse. These judicial 
tragedies did more to make the 
country of Middlesex safe for the 
the Reform party than many an- 
other issue..

Not only will the Queen Mary 


be the largest of the world’s lin- 
ers; it is hoped that she may also 
prove to be the fastest and so 
much the most comfortable as to 
enable her 2,500 passengers really 
to enjoy the experience of mov- 
ing at a speed of 30 knots 

She was launched by the 
Queen at Clydebank on Septem 
ber 26, when 40,000 tons of sicel 
and 10000000 rivets had already 
been incorporated into her; to 
create and complete her there has 
been work, direct or indirect, for 
some 300,000 people 

The Queen Mary is a ship of 
73000 tons. Hitherto the Majes- 
tic, of 56,000 tons, has been the 
largest British ship. From stem 
to stern the Queen Mary meas- 
ures more than 1,000 feet. If the 
first of the Cunard steamers, the 
old Britannia, were deposited in 
her firs\-class restaurant, half 
the tables would remain undis- 
turbed 

In building her it has never 
been forgotten that she is first 
and foremost a ship that is de- 
signed to meet all the stresses 
of the North-Atlantic. There was 
never a sturdier vessel, or one 
more completely equipped with

ers and the public bathrooms are 
so numerous as to make a prive 
ate one almost a superfluity. The 
tourists even have their own 
swimming pool and gymnasium, 
two lounges—one with a parquet 
dance floor—-a cinema and a stage 
with the latest lighting effects.

Sir Henry Thornton

CHAPTER VIIi—(Continued) 
(In the year 1928 Sir Henry 
visited the European capitals 
in a semi-official capacity, re- 
ceiving wherever he journeyed |

The arrival in Stockholm, . which | 
lies at the influx of Lake Malar 
into the Baltic, was an affair of) 
regal magnificerice. The’ Thorntons | 
were escorted from their special 
train, through the private exit re- | 
served for Swedish 


Royalty, to a) 
number ‘of large cars which were 
waiting to take their party to the 
Grand Hotel, or wherever’ they 
wanted to go. They drove along the 
promenade Gustave Adolf Torg, 
past the statue of Gustavus Adolp- 
us, around the Renaissance Palace 
begun by Tessin, past the great 
Gothic Church of Riddarholm 
Kyrka, and eventually to the hotel. 

In the evening they were guests 
at the Swedish Opera, where Jo- 
seph Hyslop sang. The next day 
the usual courtesy calls were paid, 
but they possessed a significance 
greater than those in some of the | 
other cities visited. On his arrival | 
Sir Henry had been met by the 
manager of the Swedish State 
Railway, a man almost as Jarge as 
his guest--but of © very different 
temperament, From originally re- 
garding these visits in not too 
friendly a light he had changed his 
attitude to one of most cordial | 
hospitality, and nothing was too 
good for Sir Henry ' 


SWEDEN'S ATTITUDE 


But the attitude of Sweden was | 
that if their people were going to} 
Canada they wanted assurance that 
not only would the picture of Ca- 
nadian_ conditions be presented 
faithfully to them, but that the im- 
migrants should be given every | 
reasonable treatment and _ assist- 
ance when they arrived; the past 
had not been such as to leave 
Swedish authorities in a state of 
equanimity over this matter, and a 
maximum of tact was required in 
order to maintain good relations. 


Furthermore, promises could not | 
be lightly given—Canada was then

During the second day in Stock- | 
holm Sir Henry was forced to rush | 
from appointment to appointment. 
Informed that the Crown Prince of | 
Sweden wished to receive him, and | 
pressed amost unendurably for | 
time, he secured as powerful a car) 
as he could and set out for the! 
Prince's residence, which is on the | 
outskirts of the city. 

It was a wild ride to get there in 
time, and when the party reached 
their destination they were slightly 
shaken. Later the president of the 
State Railway, who had secured 
the chauffeur, asked Sir Henry 
what he thought of him, and re- 
ceived -the reply: “Why, he isn't a 
chauffeur, he’s an aviator.” The 
interview with the Crown Prince 
was a great success, owing largely 
to the fortunate chance that in) 
Mexico Sir Henry had interested 
himself greatly in Mexiean arch- 
aeology and had made it his busi- | 
ness to give some study to it. 

The Prince, it turned out, was 
particularly keen about the sub- 
ject and thereupon developed a 
new interest in the Dominion of 
Canada. The Stockholm visit end- 
ed with a great dinner, given by 
Sir Henry himself to the president 
of the Swedish State Railway and | 
his executive officers, The next 
day the party reached Oslo.

Subsequently the office of the 
company was visited and a tour of 
the city undertaken, in the course 
of which the party inspected an old 
Viking ship, the most famous now 
In existence. In the afternoon Sir | 
Henry gave another press inter-| 
view, and that evening the Thorn- | 
tons dined at the British Embassy. 
The next day he was received by 
the King of Norway. At noon the 
same day the members of the party 
were guests of the Norwegian gov- 
ernment at the cafe on top of the} 
Hohlmenkollen, a mountain just 
outside Oslo, on which the Amund- | 
sen museum is situated. 

This ‘was a most significant lunch. 
The leading officials of the Nor- 
wegian government were present | 
they extended to Canada, | 
through Sir Henry, the most cordial | 
good wishes 


He replied, standing at the end 
of the long room in which the | 
lunch was held. Towering above | 
the table he saw through the wide 
open windows, stretched out below 
the Hohimenkollen, the fiord, stud- 
ded with green islands and sur- 
rounded by forest-clad hills; at its 
edge lay the city which used to be 
known as Christiana, the white 
walls and red roofs of its houses 
rising out.of the tree-clad slopes 
which impinge upon the lake. 

That speech was the most im- 
portant of the trip, The feeling in 
Scandinavin countries on the emi- 
gration question at that time was 
by no means easy, and business had 
to be conducted with the utmost 
frankness and with scrupulous 
care, the cultivation of genuinely 
friendly relations being of first im- 
portance. Propaganda against Can- 
ada had been rampant for a num- 
ber of years, and it had become 
difficult for Canadians to get close 
to Norwegian officials in high 
government circles and to inspire 
them with confidence again. To 
do this had been the basic reason 
for Sir Henry's trip to Scandinavia 
and he had accomplished his task. 
Perhaps the speech marked, also 
the zenith of his career. They had 
called him a@ circus barker, the 
Great Barnum of the railway 
world; in a sense they were right, 
for he was the most spectacular 
showman who had ever gone to 
Canada. He had beaten the big 
drum and he had stumped the) 
country tub-thumping, haranguing, | 
driving home again and again to 
Canadians a realization of what | 
their country was dsetined to be 


BING VANISHES 


That had been in the early days, 
The saw-dust ring had vanished, 
and with it the gaudy trappings of 
the Big Top. The Ringmaster had 
become, or rather had resumed the | 
character of, an ambassador, his | 
country's unofficial representative 


ope. And, as he had consciously 
made use of his capacity for ob- 
vious showmanship when he had 
recognized the need for it, so did 
he later draw upon the varied 


those who accompanied him on this 
trip, an amazing capacity to recog- 
nize—when treading on ground not 
wholly familiar to him—the hint of 
danger casually thrown out and 
to travel away from perilous ter- 
fitory with lightning speed. His 
genius was not unlike that of Al- 
fred Harmsworth, whose ability to 
recognize what the public wantea 
had brought into being the North- 
cliffe press. } 
Harmsworth, with his journalistic 
opportunities, his restless. imagin- 
ation and grandiose conceptions 
built, it is true, a monster with 
irresponsible and deadly influence. 
which served and followed evei 
while it commanded and led, but 
he, tov, developed a capacity fot 
statesmanship not hinted at in his 
earlier «nd more primitive judg- 
ments of human nature. Witt 
Harmsworth, “Answers,” the news- 
paper of trivialities which provid= 
ed for a British public newly en- 
dowed with the questionable bene- 
fits of a semi-education the factual 
knowledge it craved, gave place tg 
the Daily Mail, and out of th 
emerged the Northcliffe chain, un- 
der whose control for a limited 


| period even the London Times 
passed. 
HE IMPROVES 


And as his fortunes improved, He 
developed into the statesman who:® 
influence caused Britain to with- 
draw her troops from the Dardan- 
elles and who in 1917 was entruste:l 
by Lloyd George with a diplomatic 
mission of peculiar delicacy to the 
United States. There was more than 
8 passing similarity between Harms- 
worth and Thornton. In qual- 
ities of physique and in properties 
of the imagination both were men 
built upon the grand scale; both 
could judge shrewdly the temper 
of public opinion, and each in his 
own way knew how to make use 
of it. 

Yet the Northcliffe press veered 
with the changing winds of popular 
sentiment and never in the lifetime 
of Northcliffe was found to be in 
opposition vehemently enough to 
prejudice sales. Thornton built 
Sreat surge of popularity unequal- 
led in contemporary Canadian his- 
tory, and in the end found himself 
crushed between the surviving en- 
thusiasm of his men and the swing 
of general feeling away from hime 
self, his point of view and_ his 
works, That was one reason why 
Northcliffe’s death in 1922 was 50 
different from that of Sir Henry 
ten years later. 


POPULARITY INCREASES 

Sir Henry's popularity at the con- 
cluc'on of the European tour tend- 
ed to increase the antagonism of 
other public en who !-d dreamed 
of filling such a role but who, be- 
cause of persone] inadequacy, had 
been unabie to do so; moreovel, 
his power depended upon the var- 
iable element of public aprpoval. 
Even then there were portents of 
trouble at the meetings of the select 
standing committee on railways 
and shipping which served as a sort 
of mirror in which Cancaian trans:

H. H. Parlee, K.C., who retired 
Thursday after three presidential 
terms, dominated his final meeting 
with insistent demands that the 
Alberta lawyers deal once and for 
all with these two pieces of legirla- 
tion which have proved exception- 
Ally troublesome to the legal pro- 
fession. 


ASKS “JUNKING” 


When, after a flood of impassion- 
éd oratory, the lawyers adjourned 
to the Macdonald hotel for lunch- 
eon, George H. Steer, K.C., had 
just moved that the Society should 
advocate the “junking” of both 
Acts. There was considerable 
noisy verbal approbation but ad- 
journment was called before the 
matter could be put to a vote. 

While speakers were careful to 
praise the efficiency of those ad- 
ministering the Acts in Alberta, 
Mr. Parlee, face stern, obviously 
impatient with interruptions, said 
that it was “the most important 
matter to come before the house” 
and urged members to thresh it 
out. 

Even in introducing Hon, J. W. 
Hugill, K.C., provincial attorney- 
eneral, Mr. Pariee urged the rank- 
ing member of the profession to tell 
the meeting what he himself 
thought of the legislation. 


MUZZLES PRESS 

Mr. Hugill, blooming immaculate 
and bubbling with good humor, 
complied with the president's re- 
quest, .but not until he had hand- 
cuffed the press by requesting the 
reporters not to publish any of his 
remarks in view cf the fact that he 
was making them in the sanctity of 
his professional hearth. 


WARM GREETING 

The attorney-general was by far 
the most sartorially elegant figure 
in the ancient Appeal Court room, 
which was graced -by the presence 
of Chief Justice Harvey and prac- 
tically every important member of 
the Alberta bar. He wore a Prince 
Albert coat, wing collar and con- 
setvative blue bow tie. He occas- 
jionally clutched the lapels of his 
coat as he delivered the address 
that was greeted warmly by the as- 
sembled ‘solicitors. 

“My desire’is to get things back 
fo normel as soon as possible,” he 
aaid, with an, apologetic nod to J. 
¥, Lymburn, K.C., his immediate 

sor in office, who was sit- 
ting at the back of the courtroom. 
“I am for putting up a dyke against 
encroachments into the rights of 
the legal profession. 

“Let’s hold what we've got and 
get back what we've lost,” he con- 
cluded amidst thunderous applause. 


SCORES PRACTICE 

In the course of his final presi- 
dential address, Mr. Parlee, too, 
took occasion to blast away at en- 
croachments on the __ traditional 
rights of the lawyers.

After many weeks of squabbl- 
ing over the contentious gasoline 
bylaw which prevents motorists 
purchasing gasoline after service 
stations are closed at 8 p.m. in the 
winter months and 16 p.m. in the 
summer, the civic bylaws com- 
mittee Wednesday fina'ly recom- 
mended to city council that 
emergency sales of gas be allowed 
after the hours named providing 
the purchaser secures a police 
permit. 

The permit scheme was fostered 
by Col. F. ©. Jamieson, K.C,, 
spokesmen for the service station 
operators. He explained that under 
this plan a driver finding himself 
with a dry gas tank could com- 
municate with police headquarters, 
which in turn would authorize a 
service station to provide him with 
the amount of fuel required. 


PROTECTION CLAUSE 

Mr. Jamieson suggested the fol- 
lowing amendment to the gasoline 
bylaw to provide protection to ser- 
vice stations making emergency 
sales after closing hours: 

“In any prosecution proof, 
satisfactory to the presiding magis- 
trate or judge that the vendor had 
been at or about the time of such 
sale, in writing or otherwise, in- 
formed by a member of the City of 
Edmonton police department for 
the time being in charge of any 
police station, that the purchaser 
was then in urgent need of obtain- 
ing a supply of gesoline or oil for 
use in a motor vehicle, shall con- 
stitute a good defence.” 

Geo. H. Steer, K.C., representing 
the Imperial Oil, found fault with 
the police permit proposal, term- 
ing it “small town stuff.” He re- 
marked it would take about half an 
hour to go through the red tape and 
make a purchase of gasoline under 
such a system. 


LIMITED AMOUNT 


Submitting an alternative to the 
permit plan, Mr. Steer urged the 
committee to adopt the scheme now 
|in force in Vancouver whereby a 
motorist needing gas after the clos- 
ing hour for stations is permitted to 
buy two gallons to tide him over. 
A limit on the amount sold would 
prevent a service station making 
large profits on sales after closing 
hours, he stated. 

Such an arrangement would not 
| be satisfactory, claimed Mr. Jamie- 
son, since there would. be no way of 
checking up sales made by stations 
after the closing hours. He did not 
believe vendors would restrict 
themselves to the sale of only two 
gallons to an individual. 


OPPOSES IDEA 


Another suggestion brought for- 
| ward, Mr. Jamieson informed the 
committee, was that new car deal- 
ers be permitted to retail gasoline 
| after hours. He did not believe that 
in effect it would be discriminatory 
against legitimate service station 
operators. 

Ald. Guy Patterson then moved 
that the committee recommend to 
council that the gas by-law be 
amended to provide for emergency 
|sales of gasoline under the police 
permit system. This motion receiv- 
}ed majority support,
